Success Is the end sought by every man; 
anti, iii business, a (lairs, success means money 
honestly obtained. 
Whatever tend*, then, to 
t secure the largest pecuniary success; ami 
amongst the means by which any business in­ 
volving the production and sale of articles 
may lie aiojtjrapidly|anil vigorously Increased, 
is tho adoption of the system of manufacturing 
as opposed to that of mere making. 
And 
that there is not only a difference bat a dis­ 
tinction between these two things, we do not 
have far to go to discover, 
This distinction 
may not lie found in the dictionary; but it 
will certainly be found in practice. 
Tho dif­ 
ference between making and manufacturing, 
and Its cflects upon the commercial relations 
of any mechanical undertaking, will be beat 
shown by an example. 
Mr. Mandalay, Hie 
well-known tool manufactur r and engine- 
bulkier of England, was applied to by the 
British Navy Board, and asked to make cer 
tain iron tauts required for the government 
vessels. Though rather unwilling to do so, 
as ho considered it somewhat out of his line of 
business, lie undertook to make one as a trial. 
The holes for tbs rivets were punched by hantl- 
puuchiug w ilh presses, and each tank requir 
od 1680 holes, which cost ?l,L> each. 
Even 
as a maker, Mr. Mandela}’ w as able to com­ 
pete with the otheis In tho trade; and the 
Board odored bim a contract to supply them 
with forty tanks a week for several mouths. 
After careful cousi deration, he concluded to 
accept the order, provided the Board would 
make It for two thousand, which lie offered to 
supply ut the rate of eighty per week. 
Tile 
order was given ; instead of a mere maker of 
tanks, lie became a manufacturer; special 
tools were Invented and made expressly for 
this business; and, by means of these tools, 
tho expense of punching the rivct-boles In 
cack tank was reduced from $1.75 to IS cents 
each. 
He supplied niuety-eigkt tanks a week 
for six months, at a price much lunar titan 
that for which any mere maker of such tanks 
could furnish them. 
Perhaps one of the most marked instances 
of Hie saving effected by manufacturing arti­ 
cles in large quanties is seen in tho case of 
printing. 
'Jo set up a few pages of matter 
and print off a couple of hundred copies would 
cost so much, that half a dozen pages could 
not lie sold for less than the cost of a small 
volume. 
And yet, in the face of this fact, It 
will be found I hat hundreds of newspapers 
throughout the country, Instead of buying 
white palier and printing it themselves, buy 
sheets printed on one side, thus saving half 
the expense of getting out the palier. 
The cu­ 
rious part of tile transaction, however, is that 
theso printed sheets arc sold for nearly the 
same price that white paper can be bought in 
small quantities in market; and yet the busi­ 
ne*,s of supplying these “insides” or “out­ 
sides,” as they arc technically called, is a 
profitable one. 
Tile explanation, however, Is 
very simple. 
The expense of setting up the 
tyjie, which forms such a large item where 
but a small number of copies are wanted, be­ 
comes almost infinitesimal for each copy when 
large quantities wie required, and is far more 
than overbalanced by the greatly reduced rate 
at wMch paper can be purchased hi large 
quantities. This point alone would probably 
suffice to yield a profit wore than sufficient to 
pay expenses; but when we add to it the 
amount derived from certain advertising priv­ 
ileges, the business i< found to pay hand­ 
somely. 
Hitherto, we have in tills country followed 
almost entirely the system of making, at least 
so far a* the more Important articles, such as 
steam-engine*, and similar cx|ionsivo ma­ 
chines.

Success is lié end sought by everv man ; 
and, in business, allairs, success means money 
honestly obtained. 
Whatever tends, then, to 
t secure the largest pecuniary success; and 
amongst the means by which any business in­ 
volving the production and Sale of articles 
may be aiostjrapidlyjand vigorously increased, 
Is the adoption of the system of manufacturing 
as opposed to that of mere making. 
And 
that there is not only a difference but a dis­ 
tinction between these two things, we do not 
have far to go to discover, 
This distinction 
may not be found in the dictionary; but it 
will certainly be found in practice. 
The dif­ 
ference between making and manufacturing, 
and its cflects upon the commercial relations 
of any mechanical undertaking, will be best 
shown by an example. 
Mr. Maudslay, the 
well-knowu tool manufacturer aud engine- 
bullder of England, was applied to by the 
British Navy Board, and asked to make cer­ 
tain iron tanks required for the government 
vessels. 
Though rather unwilling to do so, 
as ho considered it somewhat ont of his line of 
business, be undertook to make one as a trial. 
The boles for the rivets were punched by hand- 
punching with presses, and cacli tank requir­ 
ed 1680 holes, which cost $1,75 each. 
Even 
as a maker, Mr. Maudslay was able to com­ 
pete witb the others in the trade; and the 
Board oflered him a coutract to supply tlietn 
with forty tanks a week for several mouths.— 
After careful consi deration, lie concluded to 
accept the order, provided the Board would 
make it for two thousand, which lie offered to 
supply at the rate of eighty per week. 
The 
order was given ; instead of a mere maker of 
tanks, he became a manufacturer; special 
tools were invented and made expressly for 
this business; and, by means of these tools, 
the expense of punching the rivet-holes in 
each tank was reduced from $1.75 to IS cents 
each. 
He supplied niuety-eight tanks a week 
for six months, at a price much lower than 
that for which any mere maker of such tanks 
could furnish them. 
Perhaps bpc of the most marked instances 
of the savigg eilected by manufacturing arti­ 
cles in large quanties is seen in the case of 
printing. 
'Jo set up a few pages of m atter 
and print off a couple of hundred copies would 
cost so much, that half a dozen pages could 
not be sold for less than the cost of a small 
volume. 
And yet, in the face of tbi3 fact, it 
will be found that hundreds of newspapers 
throughout the country, instead of buying 
white paper and printing it themselves, buy 
sheets printed on one side, thus saving half 
the expense of getting out the pai>er. 
The cu­ 
rious part of the transaction, however, is that 
these printed sheets are sold for nearly the 
same price that white paper can be bought in 
small quantities in market; and yet the busi­ 
ness of supplying these “insides” or “out­ 
sides,” as they are technically called, is a 
profitable one. 
The explanation, however, is 
very simple. 
The expense of setting up the 
type, which forms such a large item where 
but a small number of copies are wanted, be­ 
comes almost infinitesimal for each copy when 
large quantities m e required, and is far more 
than overbalanced by the greatly reduced rate 
at wMcli paper can be purchased m large 
quantities. 
This point alone would probably 
suffice to yield a profit more than sufficient to 
pay expenses; but when wo add to it the 
amount derived from certain advertising priv­ 
ileges, the business is found to pay hand­ 
somely. 
Hitherto, we have in this country followed 
almost éntircly the system of making, at least 
so far aS the more important articles, such as 
steam-engines, and similar expensive ma­ 
chines. 


A Country B ride in C onnecticut.

own farm wagon, arriving at the sufficiently 
romantic hour of ono o’clock in the morning.

The weather being fine for bay, 
John was soon down near Sachem’s Head, 
about four mile3 away, getting bis heaps ready 
for carting. 
After the breakfast dishes were 
put away and the house-work was done, our 
lady, with some friends, followed the groom 
to the hay fields, where they had a nice picnic 
party. 
Toward evening the now Mrs. John 
Hubbard wus driven home in triumph on the 
top of a load of sweet, fresh hay, weighing 
about two tons.

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company within 
the last year has expanded half a million on 
iis depot at South Amboy, in arrangements 
for the coal business. 
Canals extending in­ 
land have been cut at a depth from thirty to 
forty feet, and elevated railways line each 
edge of the canals, from which the cars pour 
their coal through sliutes into the boats lying 
there to receive it. 
These works look like a 
town, and the maze of car tracks is bewild­ 
ering. 
A new track is bciug constructed for 
passenger travel, entirely separate from the old 
one. 
The latter will be used for coal.and coal 
only. 


The editor of the l^outsvilie Courier-Journal 
is quite incredulous regarding the proposed 
balloon excursion, and it is very evident that 
ho is not disposed to risk his precious life in 
any such enterprise.

T H E IN S U R A N C E B IL L . 


E x p la n a tio n fro m G o v e r n o r D ix . 
A lbany, August 6.—Inquiry’ having been 
made as to the reason for Governor Dix with­ 
holding his signature from the bill regulating 
for the future of life insurance policies, he 
states them as follows In a letter to Col. John 
W. Dix, his private secretary: First, the bill 
gives the insured thirty days to pay nfter the 
premium ii due and virtually deprives tiro in­ 
surer for that period of time of the use of the 
money to which be is entitled. 
Second, it au­ 
thorizes tho payment of premiums to be 
made by mailing a certified hank check, 
draft or poit-ofllce money order, thus opening 
a fruitful source of controversy and misrepre­ 
sentation and throwing the whole tot (Wren- 
fence arising from delay or miscarriage on the 
insurer. 
Third, there Is no good reason why 
a particular class of Institutions should be 
siugled oat for these harsh and I think un­ 
reasonable exactions, 
lf it be said lhat they 
are corporations deriving profitable privi­ 
leges from the laws tho answer is that the 
banks stand on the same footing and tho lat­ 
ter might with equal propriety be required to 
defer the payment for thirty days instead of 
the three days grace now allowed, and to re­ 
ceive money becoming due to them by certi­ 
fied checks, Ac., sent through the mail;. 
The 
same 
observations are equally ap­ 
plicable 
to 
fire 
insurance 
companies. 
Fourth, the bill is an enactment in conflict 
with tho universal aud essential role of com­ 
mercial and financial punctuality, wuich may 
just as easily be adhered to in this case as in 
the case of any other class of moneyed trans­ 
actions and in a community so largely engaged 
as ours In mercantile business it should be the 
aim of legislation, if it interferes at all, to 
maintain the rule in all easel instead of relax­ 
ing it in any; and finally a matter of this kind 
may better be left to the agreement of the 
parties, like all oilier subjects of contract, as 
competition between Insurance companies of 
every description on the extension of their 
business will always induce them to make tiro 
most favorable fermi with their customer.-'.

If the Signal Service will 
help, they can go across in sixty days ahead 
of a cyclone.

This bad not happened to him be­ 
fore. 
He attributed the warmth to a fog.

His companion, .yr. Donald­ 
son, answered none of tho questions, and 
naivety remarked in reply to one, " Nobody is 
safe unless up in a balloon.’’

It certainly Is timo tbat a civil ilamage law 
shed its terrors over tbe liquor-3ellers wbeu 
we read of a coroner at Cold Spring holding 
an inquest on tbo body of a little girl who had 
died from drinking whiskey. The “ item" 
has nn added horror from the tact that her 
parents sent the little girl after the liquor. 
The Albany Express, a Republican paper, 
recommends the Republicans of the Thirtieth 
Senatorial District, in case of the renomlna- 
tion of Senator James Wood, tbe “ TWeed- 
tarred,” to bolt him. This advice, coming 
from a Republican sheet to Republican voters, 
is sound and more of tbe same kind would be 
timely. It is encouraging, too, to be inform­ 
ed that the Republicans of that district seem 
strongly inclined to “ throw” Jimmy. 
The past two years has been one continuous 
and fearful exposure of public men from one 
end of the land to the other.

usually dull season of the year. Hence will 
many now rusticating be the victims of gloomy 
forebodings when thinking of the present and 
dreading tho future state of trade. Theorize 
as one pleases that such thoughts should not 
Intrude when recreation is sought; but like 
Banquo’s gbo?t, they will not disappear at 
bidding.

Isaac H. Cole, Robert D. Fuller, Newell Gill?, 
Timothy F. Packard, G. A. Torrey, Carroll D. 
Wright as enemies and traitors to our cause; 
regarding the recent chames made by Gov­ 
ernor Washburn in the Bureau of Labor after 
his proposition to lift this department to a 
higher level as a swindle upon labor organiza­ 
tions of most atrocious and offensive character 
and his renomination by the Republican party 
and the indifference or the Democratic orga­ 
nization to this crime against labor we shall 
regard as additional evidence tbat we have 
nothing whatever fo hope from either of 
those two parties; that they have been captured 
by the capitalist classes as completely as the 
Whig and Democratic organizations were con­ 
trolled by the southern slave owner?.

TH E INSURANCE BIEL. 
Explanation from Governor Dix, 
Alb ant, August G.—Inquiry having been 
made as to tbe reason for Governor Dix with­ 
holding his signature from the bill regulating 
for the future of life insurance policies, be 
states them as follows in a letter to Col. John 
W. Dix, his private secretary: First, the bill 
gives the insured thirty days to pay after tho 
premium is due and virtually deprives the in­ 
surer for that period of time of the use of the 
money to which he is entitled. Second, it au­ 
thorizes tho payment of premiums to be 
mada by mailing a certified bank check, 
draft or post-office money order, thus opening 
a fruitful source of controversy and misrepre­ 
sentation and throwing the whole inconven­ 
ience arising from delay or miscarriage on the 
insurer. Third, there is no good reason why 
a particular class of institutions should bo 
singled out for these harsh and I think un­ 
reasonable exactions. If it bo said that they 
are corporations deriving profitable privi­ 
leges from the laws the answer is that the 
bank3 stand on the same footing and tho lat­ 
ter might with equal propriety be required to 
defer the payment for thirty days instead of 
the three days grace now allowed, and to re­ 
ceive money becoming due to them by certi­ 
fied checks, Ac., seut through the mails. 
The same observations are equally ap­ 
plicable to fire insurance 
companies. 
Fourth, the bill is an enactment in conflict 
with tho universal and essential rnla of com­ 
mercial and financial punctuality, wuich may 
just as easily be adhered to in this case as in 
the case of any other class of moneyed trans­ 
actions and in a community so largely engaged 
as ours in mercantile business it should be the 
aim of legislation, if it interferes at all, to 
maintain the rule in all cases iustead of relax­ 
ing it in any; and finally a matter of this kind 
may better be left to the agreement of the 
parties, like all other subjects of contract, as 
competition between insurance companies of 
every description on the extension of their 
business will always induce theiq to make the 
most favorable terina with their customers.

During August 
and September the same climatic conditions 
obtain in tbe latitude of New York that obtain 
In the Tropics, and the balloon mast there­ 
fore go very high and exhaust much power. 
If they sail low they will go nearly north. 
He and Donaldson have said: “ If wo can’t 
go to Europe we will go to the pole and hunt 
the Polaris.” The first Napoleon establish­ 
ed a school of ocromantics and made them 
serviceable in war; bnt their great use must 
be In peace. Little is known yet about elec­ 
tricity, ozone, spread of epidemics. Balloon­ 
ing will help to unravol these mysteries. If 
they do not get 1,000 mile3 to sea or never 
come back, science will be somewhat aided 
by the trip. It i3 often asked what are the 
plans of the voyage? In general, they ex­ 
pect to go up and land between St. Peters­ 
burg and Africa. If tbe Signal Service will 
belp, tbey can go across iu sixty days ahead 
of a cyclone. It was in that way he was car­ 
ted from St. Lonis to New York. He crossed 
the lakes in a tornado that destroyed sixteen 
vessels on those waters. In that voyage, the 
day being hot, a phosphorescent light hung 
around the balloon at night, which enabled 
them to read their instrument?. 
Largo bal­ 
loons arc much moro agreeable than small 
ones. Crossing Lake Outario they kept an 
average distance of 300 feet from tbe water. 
Men will yet exceed tiie birds in aerial navi­ 
gation. It is singular that none of the pass­ 
engers ho ever carried complained of dizzi­ 
ness. This sort of traveling sopms to come 
uatural. It is difficult when aboye the clouds 
to know, from mere snrroundlug appearance?, 
whether you are moving. Though going a 
mile a minute, you hang seemingly motiou- 
less amid air and clouds. The Professor told 
an amusing story in proof of this. He sailed 
no from Allentown, Pa , where a band was 
playing a national air. Hearing the same 
tune as lie came down he supposed he was 
still over Allentown. He had landed in Berks 
county, forty miles away, among a picnic party 
whose band was playing that same tune. 
When tho Professor began ballooning there 
were no gas works in this country that would 
fill a balloon that would carry up one man 
unless several days’ notice was given. In his 
last ascension from Gettysburgh he arose 
three miles, and got into a warm easterly cur­ 
rent. The air was so warm that he took off 
his coat. This bad not happened to him be­ 
fore. lie attributed the warmth to a fog. 
The large audience were much interested, 
and after the lecture asked many questions of 
the professor, who is a man of grave and ven­ 
erable aspect. His companion, iyir. Donald­ 
son, answered some of the questions, and 
naively remarked in reply to one, “ Nobody is 
safe unless up in a balloon.”

Profo88or Wise spoke to a good audience at 
the Liberal Club last night upon “ Aerial 
Navigation.”

High Point, wblob Is about four miles dis­ 
tant from 3bokao, is the extreme southern 
point of the Catskill range, and stands but 
almost Isolated,

other mountains only by a narrow ridge about 
a quarter of a mile in width, that runs from 
its base toward the north. 
This mountain i« 
said to reach over 3,000 Teet above tide water. 
It Is by far the most prominent feature of the 
C atskill in Ulster county, and etauds like a 
grand old sentinel, the advance guard of the 
hundred {leaks that can be seen far to the 
north and west behind it. 
Its sides arc steep 
and precipitous, covered with moss-covered 
gray rocks and short, sernbby pine trees. On 
the summit there are about Arty acres of level 
rock, smooth and level as a floor, and from 
this broad plateau tho view on ever)’ side Is 
unobstructed. 
Having heard a great deal 
about the wonders of the view bom this point, 
that it not only surpass©* the Overlook, but 
every mountain top of the Catskills, we deter­ 
mined to go and sea for ourselves. 
Last Saturday morning we slartod from the 
pleasant little village of Olive City, ami were 
soon making good way toward the base of tho 
mountain. 
Tho route is a pleasant one, for 
there are meadows, fields of waving grain and 
patches of woodland.

We slopped by Hic wayside aud {ticked aud 
eat some of the huckleberries that grew pro­ 
fusely along the path, and felt fresher. 
Higher 
aud higher we toiled upward, as though we 
would reach the clouds. 
One hour have we 
been climbing, and yet Hie summit bas not 
been reached. 
At last we come to tho foot of 
the |n*ak. 
It is half a mile to the top, almost 
pcqiendicular. 
Now we take it with a rush, 
and by the aid of bushes aud small trees man­ 
age to make half the distance, then lie down on 
the rocks with the perspiration coming from 
us in streams. 
The beat of these bushes makes 
one think it resembles sn African Jungle.— 
One more effort, aud thru with a shout we 
merge on the broad plateau at the top. 
The 
wind blows so It almost takes our hats off. 
Would the reader like to know what sort of 
a place It is? 
Well, imagine yourself on the 
flat roof of a house over two thousand feet 
from the ground. 
This roof Is about half a 
mils square, covered with moss and low whor­ 
tleberry bushes. 
There you have it. 
We can 
stand here and look north, south, east and 
west, without an obstruction to the vision un­ 
til we roach the horizon. 
At the foot of the 
mountain on tho south is Sampsonvilie, and 
we can look directly down ou it, ami see the 
people walking on the streets full two thousand 
feet below us. 
Toward the east Kingston can 
lie seen, while the waters of the Hudson glit­ 
ter in the sunlight as the steamers paw over 
ii. 
Wa cannot describo tho view; it covers 
everything that can be seeu from the Overtook, 
and a great deal mom from the southwesterly 
side, where one can look over nearly the whole 
of .Sullivan county. 
To the west the P'coku- 
moose lifts its summit towards the clouds, 
while in the direction of Shandaken great val­ 
leys can be soen that cut the m ountains in 
twain us with a knife. 
Tho Overlook Mountain 
House stands out in tiold relief, while a bilio 
to the north iv the range of mon auins near 
the Catskill Mountain House, a nd the deep 
notches H ut have made the i wild region so 
famous. 
Then* is tin Wiy,t Kill pa**, the 
Plattekill Clove, and another pass that we 
have never heard nam ed; we can see through 
them to the country far licyoud. 
Just Iii rear 
of High Point is a deep valley called Kenapc. 
Near its head is a wild place called the Gorge 
or Gulf. Through this gulf ruua a swift moun­ 
tain stream that em pties somewhere in Sulli­ 
van county. 
IL cuts its way through the rocks, 
forming a canon in one place two hundred 
foet in depth; there are also a number of 
waterfalls from fifty to seventy-fir® feet in 
height. 
Tins stream is called the Rondout, 
and the falls by the same name. 
The place 
wail fully explored by General Smith of this 
city a number of years ago. 
Goo. Smith at 
that time contemplated erecting a mountain 
house on High Point, and intended to build a 
road from Shokan through this gulf. 
During 
this 
expedition 
some 
of the 
member. 
of 
the 
party 
became 
separated 
from 
tliek 
com |»nions, 
aud 
followed 
the lied of the stream at the foot of the rocks, 
while the others continued their route on th** 
top of the clio. 
The men at the top of the can­ 
on, not knowing their friends were exploring 
tho liottom, thought they would havo some 
fun by roiliug over tho precipice a rock. They 
found oue near the edge almost as big ss a 
boose, and managed with levers to send it 
over. 
It went down through the sir like a 
thuuder-bolt about 150 feet, and struck tho 
water with a tremendous crash. 
So close did 


>tgoto the men below, the water splashed 
over them, and it is needless to 1% they wore 
alm on frightened ftwt of their wps. 
Before 
we climbed tho mountain, we hanfd men say 
that on the summit could be found a spring of 
ice-cold water; we searched in vain; there 
was uo spring. 
It had been dry for a long 
time, so tho huckleberry pickers said. 
If any 
one proposes to take a trip up there we ad­ 
viso him not to forget a jug of water, aud a 
large one too, for a ffien will drink an Immense 
quantity while climbing thlsm om ftsin without 
feeling the J$»t inconvenience therefrom.— 
On the top of this mountain the haokleberftas 
grow very fine and large. 
A good picker ean 
easily fill a twenty quart basket lo half a dat, 
and some women walk all tin way from Sho­ 
kan, every day during the berry season, to the 
top of this point, pick two polls of berries 
and return at night and sell them for ten cents 
a quart. 
The distance actually traversed Is 
over twelve miles. 
We found the berry pick­ 
ers out in full force. 
A great many came up 
the mountain from Sampsonvilie, while large 
numbers were from tho vicinity of Shokan. 
We met bere Hon. J. G. Baker, once the pub­ 
lisher of tho Daily Gazette. 
He came from 
West Hurley to have a good view, smoke his 
plpo lo peace, and pick several bushels of 
berries, and he did just what he Intended to. 
We also saw Judge Davis of Shokan. 
There 
were probably two hundred people on this 
plateau, a great many of whom were women, 
aud they all Wnole I a look through oar largo 
spy-glass. 
A bc t llirec-qu attern of a mile from High 
M a t Is another point, somewhat lower, called 
the Round Mountain. 
It looks like Mi Iron 
{lot turned up side down, aud should be called 
Bald lb»ad. 
There were a great many lierry 
picker, rambling over Us bald {tate, and it 
chap who has been nick-named Nimrod, by 
some admiring friend, privately told our parly 
he coul I pick those fellows of! " thar" easily 
with bls rifle. 
That man must be a trmnend- 
om marksman if we are to take his word for 
it. 
After eating our lunch we started to come 
down. 
I l a man could only wear breeching 
like a horse the descent wouldn’t be so bad; 
but as it is, a man ought to have cast-iron 
legs. 
We could have sat dowu on a piece of 
slippery bark and ridden lo the bottom, no 
doubt, with nit halt or break, but there m ight 
have been some disadvantages Iii tho way of 
locomotion, such a* the wear and tear of 
trouser*, Ac. 
We didn’t try it: but did cut a 
pole or staff, uod then—rat dowu about half 
tho time and slid on the stones. 
It took us on© 
hour and forty minutes to go up, and just 
forty minutes to come down. 
As regards putting a mountain house on 
this point we will say, tho load from Shokan 
lo Bell’s is a good one; from Bell’s to the top 
of the mountain a road could be built for per­ 
haps $8,000 |»or mile. good aa the one ai the 
Overlook. 
As to the route proposed by Gen. 
•Smith, we understand it is a somewhat easier 
grade. 
There can be no finer {dace to build a 
mountain house than on the flat at the top v f 
this {leak. 
There is room enough for a vil­ 
lage. 
The house Wouhi have to lie built se­ 
curely or the wind would sweep ii away, for 
there i* nothing to break its violence, no niat- 
wliich way it might come.

T r ip to n i g h P o la r. 
n ig h Point, which is about four miles dis­ 
tant from ShofcoD, is the extreme southern 
point of the Catskiil range, and stands ont 
almost isolated, being connected with the 
other mountains only by a narrow ridge about 
a quarter of a mile iu width, that runs from 
its base toward the north. 
Tbi3 mountain is 
said to reach over 3,000 feet above tide water. 
It is by far the most prominent feature of the 
Catskills in Ulster county, and stands like a 
grand old sentinel, the advance guard of the 
hundred peaks that can be seen far to the 
north and west behind it. 
Its sides are steep 
and precipitous, covered with moss-covered 
gray rocks and short, serubby pine trees. On 
the summit there are about fifty acres of level 
rock, smooth and level as a floor, and from 
this broad plateau tho view on every side is 
unobstructed. 
Having heard a great deal 
about the wonders of the view fiom this point, 
that it not only surpasses the Overlook, but 
cvery mountain top of the Catskills, we deter­ 
mined to go and sea for ourselves. 
Last Saturday morning we Blartod from the 
pleasant little village of Olive City, and were 
soon making good way toward the base of the 
mountain. 
Tho route is a pleasant oue, for 
there are meadows, fields of waving grain and 
patches of woodland, nere aud there lie huge 
boulders that seem to have rolled from the 
mountain’s side, while swift streams of water 
tumble along over their pebbled bottoms, 
making music on ihe way. 
The roadway is 
lined with bushes that are loaded with black­ 
berries, while the chatter of the squirrel, the 
swift whirr of the partridge and shrill whistle 
of the woodcock, tell of game that would make 
tho Kingston sportsmen wild with delight.— 
In one place we saw a school-houso almost 
hidden iu the trees; great moss-covered rocks 
lay all round, while a niountaiu brook gurgled 
near by. 
It was the cosiest spot we have ever 
seen, and we think the girls aud boys who 
study there will carry in their minds a sweet 
remembranco of that “ school boy spot” 
many years in the future, 
if we could only 
transport that house with its surroundings, sq 
truely American, to Vienna, what a beautiful 
representation would we have of a rural 
scbool-housc. 
After a two hours’ drive we reined our horse 
before the residence of Rowland Bell, the near­ 
est habitation to the foot of the mountain.— 
Rowland Bell is a genus homo of the moun­ 
tains. 
Not only is he a great hunter, but he 
is also a great musician. 
Bell draws a tine 
bow over a violin; not that he plays the new 
fangled tunes of the present age. 
No, Bell 
loves music, aud lie finds music in “Money 
Musk”and “Devil’s Dream,” that will make the 
maiden keep time with h.*r little feet in spite 
of her early teaching to shun the devil and 
hate dancing. 
Bell’s mansion stands in a 
sightly po3itiou, for one can look out of the 
window and see tbe mountains that are the 
pride of tiie Eastern States; Ulster county lies 
at his feet, and with a little stretch of the vis- 
iou no doubt he could look in three or four 
States. 
Bell's mansion is made of logs, aud 
to all appearances has been standing there for 
a hundred years or more. 
It has just one 
room that serves for a sleeping apartment, 
a dining room, and room for all work. 
Is the 
family healthy? Well, one would think so, to 
see the young, bright girl of thirteen summers 
climb two miles up the mouutaln, pick four­ 
teen quarts of buckleberrios and carry them 
down before noon. 
Aud she didn’t seem one 
bit tired cither. 
Maybe the mountain air has 
something to do with it, but it required all our 
muscle and strength to climb up aud down the 
mouutaiu without carrying anything. 
The mountain top is said to be two miles 
from this place; we started up the road, or 
rather path, ten minutes before eleven o’clock; 
the thermometer marked 95° in the shade, 
and the road way was so steep, when we acci­ 
dentally kicked a stone it would roll to the place 
we started from. 
In just ten minutes our 
clothing was wet through and through with 
perspiration that oozed from every pore. 
Up, 
up; “ two miles, did you say? we have al­ 
ready come four, I'm sure, and there's tbe peak 
yet far from us.’’ 
We stopped by the wayside aud picked and 
eat some of tha huckleberries that grew pro­ 
fusely along the path, and felt fresher. 
Higher 
and higher we toiled upward, as though we 
would reach the clouds. 
One hour have we 
been climbing, and yet the summit has uot 
been reached. 
At last we come to the fool of 
the peak. 
It is half a mile to the top, almost 
perpendicular. 
Now we take it with a rush, 
and by the aid of hushes and small trees man- 
ago to make half the distance, then lie down on 
the rocks with the perspiration coming from 
us in streams. 
The heat of these bushes makes 
one think it resembles an African jungle.— 
One more effort, aud then with a shout we 
merge ou the broad plateau at the top. 
The 
wind blows so it almost takes our hats oft. 
Would the reader like to know what sort of 
a place it is? 
Well, imagine yourself on the 
flat roof of a house over two thousand feet 
from the ground. 
This roof is about half a 
mile square, covered with moss and low whor­ 
tleberry bushes. 
There you have it. 
We can 
stand hero and look north, south, east and 
west, without an obstruction to the vision un­ 
til we reach the horizon. 
At the foot of tho 
mountain on tho south is Sampsonville, and 
we can look directly down ou it, and see tbe 
people walking on the streets full two thousand 
feet below us. 
Toward the cast Kingston can 
be scon, while the waters of the IIud3on glit- 
icr in the sunlight as the steamers pass over 
it. 
We cannot describe tho view; it covers 
everything that can be socu from the Overlook, 
and a great deal more from tho southwesterly 
side, where one can look over nearly the whole 
of Sullivan county. 
To the west the Fl?eka- j 
moose lifts its summit towards the clouds, 
while in the direction of Shandaken great val­ 
leys can be seen that cut the mountains in 
twain as with a knife. 
Tho Overlook Mo untain 
House stands out in bold relief, while, a littlo 
to the north is the range of mountains near 
the Catskiil Mountain House, u nd the deep 
notches that have made thv.t wild region so 
famous. 
There is the. Wom Kill pass, the 
Platlekill Clove, aud another pass that we 
have never beard named?, we can see through 
them to the country far beyond. 
Just in rear 
of High Point is a deep valley called Kenapc. 
Near its head is a wild place called (lie Gorge 
or Gulf. Through this gulf runs a swift moun­ 
tain stream that empties somewhere in Sulli­ 
van county. 
It cats Its way through tbe rocks, 
forming a canon in one place two hundred 
foet in depth; there arc also a number of 
waterfalls from fifty to seventy-five feet in 
height. 
Tiiia stream is called tbe Rondout, 
and the falls by the same name. 
Tbe place 
was fully explored by General Smith of this 
city a number of years ago. 
Gen. Smith at 
that timo contemplated erecting a mountain 
house ou High Toiot, and intended to build a 
road from Sbokan through this gulf. 
During 
this 
expeditiou 
some 
of the 
members 
of 
the 
party 
became 
separated 
from 
their 
companions, 
aud 
followed 
tbe bed of the stream at the foot of the rocks, 
while the others continued their route on the 
top of tho clifl. 
The men at the top of the can­ 
on, Dot knowing tte ir friends were, exploring 
tho bottom, thought they would have some 
fun by rolliug over tho precipice a rock. They 
found oue near the edge almost as big as a 
house, aud managed with levers to send it 
over. 
It went down through tbe air like a 
thundcr-bolt about 150 feet, and struck the 
water with a tremendous crash. 
So close did 


it go to the men below, the water splashed 
over them, and it is needless to My they wore 
almost frightened ewt of their w)ls. 
Before 
we climbed the mountain, we he«fl] uien say 
that on the summit could be found a spring of 
ice-cold water; we searched in vain; there 
was uo spring. 
It had been dry for a long 
time, so tho huckleberry pickers said. 
If any 
one proposes to take a trip up there we ad­ 
vise him uot to forget a jug of water, aud a 
large one too, tor a then will drink an Immense 
quantity while climbing this mountain without 
feeliflg the least iaconrenlcnoe therefrom.— 
On the top of this mountain tho huckleberries 
grow very fine and large. 
A good picker «an 
easily fill a twenty quart basket in half a day, 
and some women walk all the way from Sho- 
kan, every day dur'ag the berry season, to the 
top of this point, pick two palls of berries 
and return at night and sell them for ten ceDts 
a quart. 
The distance actually traversed is 
over twelve miles. 
We found the berry pick­ 
ers out in Tull force. 
A great many came up 
the mountain from SampsonviUe, while large 
numbers were from the vicinity or Shokan. 
We met here Hon. J. G. Baker, once the pub­ 
lisher of the Daily Guzette. 
Ue came from 
West Hurley to have a good view, smoke his 
pipe iu peace, and pick several bushels of 
berries, and he did just what he intended to. 
We also saw Judge Davis of Shokan. 
There 
were probably two hundred people on this 
plateau, a great many of whom were women, 
aud they all wauled a look through oar large 
spy-glass. 
About three-quarters of a mile from High 
Point is another point, somowhat lower, called 
the Round Mountain. 
It looks like an iron 
pot turned up side down, aud should be called 
Bald Head. 
There were a great many Berry 
pickers rambling over its bald pale, and a 
chap who has been nick-named Nimrod, by 
some admiring friend, privately told our party 
he could pick those fellows ofl “ th ar” easily 
with his rifle. 
Thai man must be a tremend­ 
ous marksman if we arc to take his word for 
it. 
After euting our lunch we started to come 
down. 
If a man could only wear breeching 
like a horse, tbe descent wouldn’t be so bad; 
but as it is, a man ought to have cast-iron 
legs. 
We could have sat Uowu ou a pieco of 
slippery bark and ridden to the bottom, no 
doubt, without halt or break, but there might 
have been Borne disadvantages in tho way of 
locomotion, such as the wear and tear of 
trousers, Ac. 
We didn’t try it; but did cut a 
pole or stnff, aud then—sat down about half 
tho time aud slid on the stones. 
It took U3 one 
hour and forty minutes to go up, and just 
forty minutes to come down. 
As regards putting a mountain house on 
this poiDt we will say, the road from Shokan 
to Beil’s is a good oue; from Bell’s to the top 
of the mountain a road could be built for per­ 
haps $8,000 per mile, good os the one at the 
Overlook. 
As to the route proposed by Gen. 
Smith, we understand it is a somewhat easier 
grade. 
There can be no finer place to build a 
mountain house than on the flat at ihe top of 
this peak. 
There is room enough for a vil­ 
lage. 
Tho house would have to be built se­ 
curely or tho wind would sweep it away, for 
thcro is nothing to break its violence, no mat­ 
ter which way it might come. 
The peculiari­ 
ty of this peak is its almost complete isolation 
from the other mountains. 
It somowhat re­ 
sembles the mountain on the easterly side of 
the Potomac at Harper’s Ferry, where a two* 
hundred pounder, swuug on a pivot, could be 
fired ofl either side of the mountain. 
Tbe 
view is one of the finest wo ever saw, and 
there is no doubt that a mountain houso would 
bo a paying investment, and become in a 
short time a most popular resort. 
The dis­ 
tance from tbe railroad depot to the top of this 
point is about six miles, and a road made 
through the Gorge would be equal to anything 
in the Catskills in point of variety and grand­ 
eur of sconerv.

After scoring once or twice the word was 
given, and away be went, the animal putting 
in bis biggest gait, with now and then a break 
that made the spectators think be was at­ 
tempting to climb tbe high fence; bat be 
wasn’t, he was only making a fresh start for a 
new burst of speed. 
After be had driven 
twice around the track he reined ro bis foam­ 
ing steed at the judge's stand and inquired 
tbe time.

The result of his exertions may bo 
seen ut tho yard attached to the Hotel de l i 
Puix, where are assembled the animals ami 
birds obtained up to the present time. 
These

oikthe authority of a Singapore paper that: 
“For some time past an emissary from Mr. 
Jamrach, the celebrated proprietors of mena­ 
geries, has been staying in Singapore. 
Tjie 
business which brought 4dm here is to pir- 
chace specimens pf the fbrm imturec indigen­ 
ous to the Malay Peniusbla and surrounding 
country. 
The result of his exertions may bo 
seen at the yard attached to the Hotel1 do la 
Paix, where are assembled the uuimals and 
birds obtained up to the present time. 
These 
of themselves form a curious and very inter­ 
esting collection, that has attracted a number 
of visitors. 
The gentleman in charge most 
courteously exhibits the creatures to those de­ 
sirous of seeing them, and the amusement to 
he derived from a visit more than repays tnc
